1922, extended to the 6th March 1923. Thus I was away for the gre.cr part 
of the year, and during that period, I hau to abstain myself, u.der medical 
advice, from doing any work of a literary nature. During my absence, the work 
was carried on by my Archaeological Assistant, who had been left in charce 
of the office.
